Grading Cream. 


Dairy Commissioner Marker 
has been addressing dairy meet- 
ings along the line, explaining the 
results that would follow when the 
creamery took over the entire lo- 
cal management. It shou'd re- 
sult in advance cheques reaching 
the patrons more promptly—a 
great advantage. 

As all otber farm produots are 
sold according to quality, the 
Commissioner told the meeting at 
Little Red Deer, that he conld 
think of po reason why butter 
should not also be sold on a basis 
of quality. Would it not be fair 
to adopt the same system as ob- 
tains in other products and pay a 
premium on butter grading No. 1? 
By means of a chart was showed a 
comparison of the average prices 
which would have resulted bad a 
premium of 2c per lb. been paid 
on all butter grading No. 1, and 
that which was obtained ander the 
present system. Some creameries 
would bave received $c per lb. pre- 
mium above the average price, 
while others would have received 
lees than the average price. 

From the results of grading the 
oredm saurples during August and 
September last, a chart was made, 
showing the price obtained by the 

patrons on each route under pre- 
sent conditions and that which 
would have been obtained bad a 
premium of 2o per lb. been paid on 
all butter cream grading No. 1. 
As there is apparently no objection

Many Ways that Annuities Can 
Be Used in Canada. 


Ottawa, Oat:, Jan. 4.—As the re- 
sult of the inoreased advantage 
whioh is being taken by the pub. 
lic of the: government annuities 
system it is learned that. amend 
meits will be made'to the present 
annuities act this season which 
will.mdke niaterial changes‘in the 
modus operandi in some cases. 

At mt the purchasing of 


" annuities is restricted by certain 


conditions,. The public is now, 
however, awakened to the many 
advantages which the scheme off- 
ers and the greatly incgased in- 
terest is shown by the fact that 
the return at present derived by 
the government from annuities 
amounte to cloge on $400,000, It 
bas been considered advisable, 
therefore to farther extend the 
scope of the act and amendments 
will accordingly be brought in. 
As a result certain classes hereto- 
fore unable to avail themselves of 
opportunities by tbe annuities 
will in future be able to doso.

Canada’s vast potential wealth 
is even now only just beginning 
to be appreciated. Every day or 
two adds to discovery or some. in- 
vention adds to the possibility of 
nse. The report of Mr. Frank 
Oirkel, M.E., made for the de- 
partment of mines, on the iron ore 
deposits along the Ottawa and 
Gatineau rivers, illnatrates this. 
The report is opportune owing to 
the importance of the development 
assumed lately in the smelting of 
iron orés by electricity. The re- 
gion reported upon possesses great 
water powers, aud these could be 
applied to the establishment of 
iron and steel as well as other in- 
dustries. Mr. Cirkel describes io 
detail the various iron ore deposits 
in (he towaships of Hull, Temple- 
ton, Wakefield, Bristol, Grenville, 
aod others. some of which were 
unprofitably worked over 50 years 
ago. The ores bave always been 
knowu to be very rich, but of a 
oature hard to work. He reports 
that many of these would. yield 
ores which could, in all proba- 
bility, be treated profitably in the 
electric farnace, It is stated that 
this method of reducing tbe ‘iron 
ores Can compete with the blast 
furnace for the production of pig 
irou, when electrical energy can 
be developed at a low cost.
